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NEVER AGAIN! 


IT WAS not without some considerable degree of soul searching that anti-fascists 
decided this year that the National Front could no longer be allowed to parade 
unopposed on Remembrance Sunday, as they have done for the last 15 years. 

Remembrance Day, not least for anti-fascists, is a solemn occasion, when we 
commemorate the ultimate sacrifice made by so many millions, in wiping the 
scourge of nazism and fascism from the face of the earth during the Second World 
War. It is, on the whole, anathema to us that anything should be allowed to 
disturb the collective tribute we pay to those who died in that struggle, or indeed, 
to intrude upon the contemplation and grief of the millions of families who were 
bereaved as the allies strove to turn the tide against Hitler’s war machine. 

We have tended, as a consequence, to let the NF get away with their 
blasphemous parade for many years. Each year, in the quiet afternoon of 
Remembrance Sunday, they have defiled the memory of those who died by 
organising their own march to the Cenotaph, where they have gone through the 
sickeningly hypocritical motions of paying tribute to Britain’s war dead. They, 
who hold the Third Reich to be a pinnacle of achievement for ‘the white race’, who 
deny the truths about nazi barbarism which made the war necessary, and who do 
their utmost to recreate the racial policies which made the Hitler regime one of the 
most bestial known to history, have the effrontery to claim that they honour those 
who died defeating the very political creed they espouse. 

The whole event has only ever been, for them, a huge propaganda lie: a fact 
emphasised by their members’ cowardly desecration of the war memorial in 
Bromley only weeks before their Remembrance Day march. 

But the decision of anti-fascists to break with tradition and oppose them this 
year was shown to be absolutely right, and meant that for the first time the 
hypocrisy of the NF’s presence at the Cenotaph became a matter for serious 
public debate. Several hundred anti-fascists gathered at the Front’s assembly 
point, forcing them to begin their march elsewhere, heavily protected by 
hundreds of police. After an excellent News at Ten item by reporter Michael 
Sheridan, the issue was widely taken up. An outspoken editorial in the London 
Standard declared that “Britain’s fascists assembled at the Cenotaph . . . [and] 
claimed to be the real inheritors of the traditions for which thousands gave their 
lives in the two wars. 

‘Nothing could be further from the truth . . . the traditions which the National 
Front so stridently uphold are not peace but war: the stirring up of racial conflict, 
the nazi obsession with purity of race at whatever the cost in suffering of those 
outside the pale’. 

And the Standard took the Metropolitan Police heavily to task for cordoning off 
the Cenotaph, at a time when many people would be paying their private respects, 
to allow the Front to insult the dead. Reporters at the Cenotaph witnessed the 
pain and anguish visited upon many ordinary people by this unbelievably 
insensitive attitude of the police. 

The following day many callers on an LBC radio phone-in programme 
expressed their shock and disgust that such things had been allowed. They, and 
we, echo the London Standard in saying “It must not happen again’’.

HURD’S ‘NO CHANGE’ POLICY 
ON ITALIAN TERROR CELL 


THE change of regime at the Home 
Office is not, it appears, to signal 
any change in policy over the 
continued presence in Britain of 
convicted Italian fascist terrorists. 

New Home Secretary Douglas Hurd has 
now replied to Labour Home Affairs 
spokesman Alf Dubs who asked him if he 
now intended doing anything to remedy 
this astonishing state of affairs. Roberto 
Fiore and other convicted members of a 
NAR (Armed Revolutionary Nuclei) cell 
are all living and working in London, and 
doubling up as ideological advisers to the 
National Front. 

Like Leon Brittan, Mr Hurd maintains 
the view that it is up to the Italian 
authorities to reinstitute proceedings for 
the extradition of the Fiore gang. 

Ever persistant, Alf Dubs then wrote to 
the Italian ambassador asking if they 
planned to take such steps. 

His reply expressed his concern about 


“the presence of members of Italian right- 
wing organisations in the United 
Kingdom” but __ reiterates __ Brittan’s 
argument that “the offence committed is 
not likely to correspond to English law and 
is not covered by the extradition treaty 
between the two countries . . . there is no 
point in renewing extradition proceedings 
unless we could be assured that a new 
request would be successful”. 


Violence 


There is still, of course, a simple way of 
sorting it all out. As we have said often 
before, the Home Office could take serious 
note of the impact on the public good of 
having these terrorists working hand in 
glove with the NF, stirring up racial hatred 
and inciting violence, and simply deport 
them. 

Douglas Hurd, just like his predecessor, 
is fast earning himself a reputation for 
being soft on right wing terrorism. 


German nazi ‘friend’ of hijackers 


Palestinian Liberation Front leader 
Abu Abbas, whose men are alleged to 
have carried out the Achille Lauro 
hijack in the mediterranean last month 
has admitted that a wanted German 
nazi had been associated with his 
group. 

Interviewed in the French daily 
Liberation, he revealed his friendship with 
Odfried Hepp, currently being held in 
France by police investigating the Rue 
Copernic and Rue de Rosiers attacks on 
Jewish targets in 1981 and 1982. Hepp is 
also wanted by German police for his part 
in a wave of terror bombings against 
American targets which swept Frankfurt 
three years ago. 

Two of his Frankfurt co-conspirators, 
Walter Kexel and Ulrich Tillman were

extradited from Britain after being 
arrested at the Dorset home of veteran 
nazi paramilitary Ian Souter Clarence. 
Hepp, thought also to have been hiding 
there at the time, escaped, and was later 
held in Paris when police raided an 
apartment controlled by the left wing 
terror group, the Lebanese Armed 
Faction. 

Walter Kexel killed himself in his cell 
after being sentenced to 14 years in prison.

Abbas told Liberation, “I know Hepp well. 
He is a friend. I do not consider him to be a 
nazi. On the contrary, he is a militant anti- 
imperialist and anti-zionist and a supporter 
of the Palestinian cause”.

MAFIA BANKERS’ 
TERROR LINK 


INVESTIGATIONS into the fascist 
bombing of the Naples-Milan train 





last Christmas have _ revealed 
intriguing connexions between 
mafia money laundering 


operations and Italy’s far right. 

Fifteen people died and a hundred and 
twenty were injured when a _ bomb 
exploded in a tunnel. Police now say they 
have witnesses who tell of a meeting 
between members of the Naples-based 
Camorra and fascist militants on 8 
December, when the atrocity was planned. 

Present was Giuseppe Misso, an MSI 
member with a record of armed robbery 
and cocaine smuggling, who doubled up as 
the Camorra godfather of central Naples. 
Misso’s Naples MSI cell was so violent that 
party leaders themselves were forced to 
close it down. 


Banker 


Also charged with complicity is Pippo 
Carlo, a known mafia banker, who had 
entertained, a banker, with P2 
connections, Francesco Pazienza at his 
Porto Rodono villa. When police raided it 
recently they uncovered explosives of the 
type used in the train bombing, and remote 
control triggering devices. 

Most intriguingly, investigating judges 
now say that Carlo worked with NAR cells 
run by Allesandro Alibrandi, Giuseppe 
Fioravanti, and Francesco Mambro, 
investing the proceeds of their armed 
robberies in front business enterprises. 

These are, of course, the same cells to 
which Roberto Fiore and the now British- 
based NAR terrorists belonged. 

Their known links to Luciano Petrone, 
who carried out the massive Marbella bank 
robbery two years ago and who was in 
touch with them during his time in hiding 
in London, raises interesting possibilities 
about the fate of his massive haul. 

Petrone was extradited to Italy after 
being arrested at his girlfriend’s Chelsea 
flat by anti-terrorist police. 

His girlfriend, Imogen Lucas Box, was 
bodyguarded away from his extradition 
trial by other NAR terrorists, although she 
has denied knowing who they really were. 
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DON MARTIN’S ANTI-SEMITIC 
CIRCUS COMES TO TOWN 


The recent international gathering of 
the anti-semitic League of Rights 
confederation went ahead in London 
on 2 November — but in considerable 
disarray after they were thrown out of 
the London hotel booked for the event. 


British League of Rights director Don 
Martin had hired the up-market Cora 
Hotel in Bloomsbury to bring together the 
various branches of the so-called Crown 
Commonwealth League of Rights. But 
only days before the event, the hotel 
management were horrified to be told 
exactly to whom they would be playing 
host. Don Martin and his co-thinkers were 
promptly told they would not be welcome. 

After much frantic last minute re- 
organisation, the conference was booked 
into the Tara Hotel in Kensington. At this 
point near paranoic security procedures 
were employed to try to exclude all but 
genuine supporters and the target of their 
frustration was, inevitably, ‘the Jews’ — in 
the local embodiment of the Board of 
Deputies of British Jews. 

But even so, Searchlight managed with 
consummate ease to insert no less than 
four reporters into the meeting. 

One of the most interesting sidelights on 
the procedures was the new-found 
intimacy between Martin’s League of 
Rights and the anti-semitic Liberty Lobby 
empire of the American Willis Carto. 

BLR’s link to the World Anti 
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"THE FUTURE FOR THE ENGLISH-SPEAKING WORLD! 


Sponsored by: The British League of Rights 
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Communism League, of which it was 
formerly the British chapter, has been 
ended as WACL, under the leadership of 
American ex-General John K:=Singlaub, 
strives to establish itself as a more 
respectable outfit than in the past. The 
WACL mantle in Britain has now been 
assumed by the lone figure of Cheltenham 
journalist Peter Dally. 

Now, Martin’s international affections 
are firmly with Liberty Lobby, in whose 
paper Spotlight he is listed, along with 


former Financial Times journalist C. 
Gordon Tether, as its ‘Great Britain 
Bureau’. 


Liberty Lobby representatives who flew 
in from the States for the occasion were to 
be found handing out free copies of 
Spotlight and anti-semitic publications 
from another Carto enterprise Noontide 
Press. 

And, predictably, floating around the 
conference plying the gullible with free 
copies of her newspaper, Choice, was the 
ubiquitous Lady Jane Birdwood, who has 
been associated with the BLR for years, 
but must be missing the freebie foreign 
trips with which she was so often blessed by 
the organisation’s earlier association with 
WACL.

OBSESSIONS 
IN SESSION 


ADDRESSING the assembled ranks of 
League of Rights supporters were, in the 
main, veterans of this particular anti- 
semitic circus: Eric Butler from 
Australia; Ivor Benson from South 
Pinte: bas <i mettle Qin merlin vir em lite| 
Don Martin from the UK. Joining them 
on the platform were the BLR’s patron 
Don ‘Pathfinder’ Bennett, Middle East 
‘expert’ Ken Roden, and former NATO 
Operations Staff Officer Lt. Col. George 
Richey. 

Neither Richey nor Roden appear to 
share the League of Rights’ coded 
antipathy towards Jews or its belief in a 
worldwide conspiracy by ‘Zionists’ to 
seize control of the world. Indeed, 


Roden clearly angered many in the 
audience when he refused to tread the 
anti-semitic path along which he was 
invited by several questioners. 


Let rip 


But other speakers were more at home 
’s traditional obsessions: 
for Southern 
Benson spoke of the 
“Jewish influences” which “control” 
events in South Africa and referred his 
listeners to his earlier booklet on Jews 
and Zionism in South Africa. Ron 
Gostick bemoaned the fate of sionist 
historian Ernst Zundel “convicted for 
expressing an opinion over the estimated 
six million Jewish dead during World 
War IT” and complained that the case of 
a teacher, Jim Keegstra, charged with 
spreading racial hatred againgt Jewish 
people “should never have been brought 
to court”. Answering a question from Dr 
Kitty le, he agreed with her that 
“nuclear power is probably controlled 
by the Jews”. 

But it was left to conference organiser 
Don Martin really to let rip. He was 
clearly upset that his conference 
arrangements had been so 
inconveniently disrupted at the last 
minute, and used his final address to 
storm that “The British Board of 
Deputies got it wrong . . . we would not 
and did not give in. . . they did not stop 
the meeting”. 

Despite its success in drawing non 
anti-semites like Richey and Roden onto 
its platform, the League’s newly 
revamped booklist’ distributed to 
participants includes many of the old 
anti-Jewish favourites: The Protocols of 
the Learned Elders of Zion; Arthur 
Butz’s Hoax of the Twentieth Century; 
The Talmud Unmasked, and A.K. 
Chesterton’s New Unhappy Lords. 
Alongside them = are listed — such 
memorable hymns to democracy as I 
was Quisling’s Secretary and 
Roumanian Iron Guard leader 
Codreanu’s For My Legionaires. 





BOOT AND MOUTH DISEASE 





Councillor Nigel Todd of Newcastle 
has received threats to shoot him 
because of his outspoken stance 
against the NF. A letter sent to his 
home signed by a “Newcastle 
United Football Club National 
Front” supporter said his legs 
would be shot off. 


In the meantime Colin Todd (no 
relation), the local NF boss, was fined £50 
for an assault on a local anti-fascist, who 
apparently upset Todd and a gang of fellow 
fascists by trying to find out where one of 
their secret meetings was being held. The 
anti-fascist was attacked and robbed of a 
walkie-talkie radio. His assailants and the 
stolen radio were‘later discovered at an NF 
meeting. A second Front bully, Brian 
Husband, was also convicted and fined 
£50. 

In Sheffield, NF stickers were among 
material found at the site of an incident at 
the offices of two organisations involved in 
anti-racist work. The Schools Libraries 
Service and the Council for Racial Equality 
came under attack in late October. A hole 
was knocked in a window of the Libraries’ 
office and some form of incendiary device 
was thrown in. The room in which it landed 
was damaged mainly by smoke. The CRE 
offices next door were plastered with Front 
stickers and anti-CND material. 

Over in Hounslow, West London, Front 
organiser Phil Andrews is threatening 
similar activity. Andrews’ drunkenness 
(for which he has been convicted) might 
explain the contents of the letter he wrote 
to the local press in which he claimed it was 
wrong to describe people protesting 
against the NF as anti-fascist as that 
implied the Front was a fascist 
organisation. Come on, Phil, drink up and 
shut up. 

The Croydon papers are being subjected 
to similar cant from local NF secretary 
Stuart Strachan, who claimed that the 
Front were against crime. Who does he 
think he is kidding, seeing how members of 
his branch are before the courts with 
increasing regularity? The latest batch 
consists of John Broadley, Anthony 
Wakeford and Chris Marchant, a serving 
soldier who is stationed at Chelsea 
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Barracks but is a member of Croydon NF. 
In at least two other assault cases recently 
serving soldiers have been involved. 

In Liverpool an eight man gang attacked 
the city’s famous radical bookshop, News 
from Nowhere. The shop was wrecked in 
30 seconds and one customer was attacked. 

During the recent backlash against 
Liverpool Council the far right appears to 
have taken advantage of the situation to 
carry out a series of physical attacks on left 
wing paper sellers. The bookshop attack 
follows the same pattern as an attack in 
Birmingham in summer, when _ the 
Communist Party bookshop was smashed 
up and paint was thrown over the elderly 
woman running the shop. 

In a number of recent clearly well 
organised attacks of this nature in various 
parts of the country none of the attackers 
have spoken. It is suspected that one gang 
may be roaming the country carrying out 
these sinister raids. 

Patrick Harrington, known as Perry 
Mason since he took on the role of the 
NF’s legal officer, has continued to be of 
no use whatsoever to those he accompanies 
to court to advise. At Horseferry Road 
Magistrates Court in London another NF 
thug, Andrew Byrne, a 26-year-old builder 
from Clapham, was found guilty of 
threatening behaviour. Two other Fronters 
were arrested with Byrne during an anti- 
Irish demonstration in summer. Paul 
Dunbar, 20, a shop assistant from Croydon 
and Melvyn Lloyd, 25, of South Norwood, 
were both found guilty on similar charges 
and fined £50 and £30 respectively. 

Lloyd told the magistrate he had friends 
in the army and had served for 18 months 
in Ulster. Mr Jobling, the magistrate, 
retorted that he had served for 35 years 
and did not go around behaving like that. 

In Lewes, Sussex, a group signing itself 
“Lewes Abolition of CND Party (NF)” has 
been sending threatening letters to local 
CND supporters. 

At Maidstone Crown Court Judge Peter 
Slot sent a skinhead NF supporter to 
detention centre for two months. He 
remanded a second youth from the same 
gang for reports after he pleaded guilty to 
an assault on an innocent passer-by who 
just happened to be black. Paul Twoomy,

18, a gardener from Bromley, Kent, led 
the attack on the young black who was 
kicked to the ground. The gang attempted 
to steal a stereo radio he was holding. The 
second defendant was Adam Saunders. He 
is 17 and also comes from Kent. 

Lothian Community Relations Council 
in Scotland reports growing NF activity in 
its area and an increase in racial attacks. 
Local schools are among the NF’s targets 
and stickers and daubings have appeared 
inside and outside school premises. 

In other parts of the country NF efforts 
to poison the minds of youngsters are being 
fought every inch of the way. In Newham, 
east London, one of the Front’s most 
active areas, moves are afoot by local 
education chiefs to combat racist material. 
In Corby, Northants, Kingswood School 
placed a ban on a Front speaker addressing 
its pupils. 

Worcester councillors have roundly 
condemned the NF’s efforts to leaflet local 
dole queues. Local Tory MP Peter Walker 
spoke out earlier this year when the NF 
attempted to leaflet local schools. One 
councillor suggested that the Front would 
generate more problems than it solved. 

In Stockport, Cheshire, the Front has 
been told it is not welcome. Labour and 
Liberal councillors joined ranks to tell 
Fronters they did not want them to bring 
hatred here. The Tory group leader 
appeared less convinced that a ban was 
right. 

In the battle to show who is the most 
vicious of the far right groups John 
Tyndall’s ailing British National Party 
seems not to be faring too well. Five BNP 
heavies who turned up to harass pickets 
outside South Africa House were turned 
away by a senior police officer after 
complaints from Anti-Apartheid officials 
present. The BNP has been much more 
open and forthright than the Front in 
rushing to support the murderous South 
African regime. 

In the courts Tyndall’s minder and 
Editor of the BNP youth paper, Young 
Nationalist, Tony East, also known as Tony 
Lecomber and Tony Wells, has been 
remanded in custody on a charge of causing 
an explosion whereby life might be 
endangered. East suffered burns when the 
device exploded in his car near the WRP 
headquarters in Clapham, South London. 

Another keen BNP traveller and heavy, 
Richard Laurence Heaton, aged 33, from 
Norwich was found guilty of threatening 
behaviour after a BNP rally in Bradford 
earlier this year. 
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Sun unearths 
an East End 

‘joker’ witha 
funny line in 
hatchets 


Racism, lies and misinformation 
are almost part of the daily diet of 
Fleet Street’s gutter press. On 25 
October the Sun carried a centre 
spread comparing the inhabitants 
of the real Albert Square in 
Newham with the __ fictional 
characters of the BBC television 
series, EastEnders. 

Nick Cotton; a character in the series, is 
cast as the man the nation has come to 
hate. He is a villain and a racist. 

Sun writer Peter Cliff unearthed a local 
man, Glen Bennett, whom he described in 
the article as a man who admitted to a bit 
of form in the past. He was said to mix with 
local coloured people in the pub and even 
to enjoy a joke with them. 

When Cliff asked Bennett to compare 
himself with Nick Cotton, Bennett said: 
“I’m as smart and fast as Nick, but I’m not 
such a bad boy, honest”. Earlier Bennett 
had said he had not been in trouble for 
years. 

Bennett is well known to Searchlight 
readers as a leading member of the nazi 
British Movement. He once featured in 
The Observer in full nazi uniform, claiming 
membership of the nazi paramilitary 
group, Column 88. 

As for his criminal past, it is not as long 
ago as he would like us to_ believe. 
According to our records his last prison 
sentence resulted from an attack on a 
black motorist who had stopped to take 
petrol late at night. Bennett and a gang of 
nazi thugs attacked him with a razor and

hatchet, severely injuring him. Bennett got 
18 months and his nazi comrade, Stephen 
Morgan, got six months. 

But this conviction was not years ago; 
Bennett served his sentence in 1983. So 
much for Bennett enjoying a joke with 
blacks. The only time he laughs in the 
company of black people is when they are 
lying bleeding on the ground after he has 
attacked them. 

Fortunately the vast majority of real 
East Enders are not racists and villains like 
the fictional Nick Cotton or the lying nazi 
rat, Glen Bennett. 

Maybe we should not be surprised at the 
Sun’s sloppy journalism, but The Times 
should know better. In October The Times 
carried a story picked up from an Austrian 
magazine which was claiming it as an 
exclusive. The story was that nazi war 
criminal Alois Brunner had _ been 
discovered in Damascus living under an 


assumed name. Brunner was Adolf 
Eichman’s number two in the nazi 
extermination programme in Eastern 
Europe.

Robert Fisk must have thought his 
colleagues in London had gone potty. Fisk 
had entered Syria to get this very same 
story three years ago as an exclusive for 
The Times. 

The following Sunday The Observer 
added insult to Fisk’s injury by also 
claiming that the story was an exclusive of 
the Austrian magazine. 

Local papers used to have a reputation 
for giving the National Front plugs during 
the Front’s heyday in the late ’60s and early 
‘70s when the organisation had a 
membership of over 17,000. Patient 
argument by members of the National 
Union of Journalists and readers 
persuaded most editors to understand that 
giving these thugs a free ride was 
detrimental to democracy. 

But the Cambridge Evening News does 
not seem to have got the message. When 
Searchlight discovered former British 
Movement activist Neil Lynn working for a 
local Cambridge Conservative Party 
candidate, this great news organ refused to 
cover the story in the run up to the election 
as it might have proved prejudicial to the 
candidate. So much for keeping the public 
informed. 

Now they have done it again. On 24 
October Neil Lynn was given a great big 
puff for running a group called Recap, 
which is in favour of restoring the death 
penalty. The editor even published Lynn’s 
address so that readers could get in touch if 
they wished to join. 

The NF has also had some success in a 
West London paper. The Brentford and 
Chiswick Times published a press hand-out 
from the Front tarted up to look like a 
news story. The press release, issued by 
local Front officer Phil Andrews, carried a 
contact phone number and the news that 
every local household was about to get a 
copy of the Front’s local news sheet 
Isleworth Democrat (must be some mistake 
— Ed.). Fortunately, not all papers are soft 
and another local paper, The Shepherd 
Bush Gazette decided to tell its readers the 
whole story. 
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NF editor wants to be a martyr 


STIR CRAZY! 


National Front directorate member 
Martin Wingfield will be celebrating 
Christmas in gaol this year after 
starting a 90-day sentence in 
November for failing to pay a fine 
imposed earlier this year for two 
offences under the race relations 
laws. 

Within minutes of Wingfield getting 
his wish to become a martyr for the 
fascist cause, the Front were asking for 
his release — they clearly seem to want 
to have it both ways. 

Front chairman Ian Anderson told 
the Sussex papers that Wingfield was 
their first member to be sent to prison 
for four years. What a liar he is. The last 
four years have seen Front members put 
away for everything from assault to rape 
to murder. 

Wingfield’s departure from the post 
of editor of National Front News is only 
one of a series of problems facing the 
NF on the publishing front. The 
disclosure in The Guardian and 
Searchlight that the Front’s secret 
printing works was partly financed by a 
grant from the Manpower Services 
Commission has resulted in an MSC 
investigation. The MSC is seriously 
considering asking for the return of its 
money. 

The grant was made to Gandalf 
Graphics, a business run by Front vice 
chairman Nick Griffin and directorate

A Birmingham night club has reached an out of 
court settlement after being prosecuted under the 
Race Relations Act. The Fewtrell brothers, Eddie 
and Roger, owner and director of Boogies night 
club, denied that racial discrimination had taken 
place, but accepted that there might have been 
some “misunderstanding or lack of 
communications”. 

Diana Hull, (20), and her boyfriend Ronald 
Weeks, (23), were both refused entry to the club 
on two separate occasions. Under the settlement, 
the couple were awarded £300 each, a year’s free 
membership of the club, plus costs of the case, 
estimated to reach £2,000. (Birmingham Evening 
Mail 17.10.85.)

@ BIRMINGHAM HARASSMENT 


Black families living on Birmingham council 
estates are facing an increasing amount of racial 
harassment. City housing officer Derek 
Waddington said a “serious and disturbing” 
trend has been revealed by monitoring racial 
harassment. Fourteen of the victims suffered 
verbal abuse and threats, seven had damage to 
their homes, including broken windows, three 
were physically assaulted, and five had rubbish 
pushed through letterboxes. Asians were twice as 
likely to be harassed as Afro Caribbeans, despite 
their small numbers among council tenancies. 
Councillors have agreed that the reported 
incidents represent only the tip of an iceberg. 
(Birmingham Evening Mail 7.10.85.) 


@ “LET THE FASCISTS SPEAK” 


Dr David Owen, leader of the SDP, has told 
students at North London Polytechnic that they 
should allow racist and fascist speakers to 
address campus meetings. He said the no 
platform policy gave fascists publicity, and 
referred to the demonstrations against National 
Front organiser Patrick Harrington at the 
college. 

The Polytechnic has recently suspended British 
National Party member Philip Smart for a 
month, while they investigate allegations of racist 
activity. (Daily Telegraph 16.10.85.)

Down in Thatcher country — in her 
constituency of Finchley to be exact — 
racism does not hit you in the face as it 
might do 10 miles away in London’s 
East End. But even in leafy suburbia, 
with plentiful parks and Volvo cars and 


a high street boasting expensive 
chemists and kitchen designers, racism 
is there — just below the surface. 

But to get racism accepted as an issue 
and the need to combat it on to the 
political agenda of an ultra-Conservative 
borough such as Barnet is part of the anti- 
racist fight itself. The London Borough of 
Barnet refused until 1980 to accept the 
necessity of appointing a Community 
Relations Officer, although it had a 
considerable and growing black population 
(12.8 per cent of the residents were of ‘New 
Commonwealth’ origin according to the 
1981 census). And now the CRC is fighting 
for its very existence since the Home 
Office ruled that the central CRE cannot 
subsidise what the local council does not

fund. Barnet Council puts community 
relations so low on its priorities that it only 
paid £1,500 towards it in the last year. And 
in August, when officers asked for one 
full-time worker to combat racism and 
carry out ethnic monitoring, Labour 
Councillor Brophy denounced this plan as 
“a recipe for disaster”. “Racial harassment 
doesn’t exist in this borough”, he claimed. 
And in those cases reported, they are 
largely self-inflicted. “The problem is 
created by the people themselves”. Like 
Mr Kerai of Hendon, who in August this 
year was robbed in his own house by racist 
thugs and locked in the lavatory, whilst his 
house was fired? 

Perhaps events this autumn may force 
Barnet Council to realise that neither 
ignoring racism nor branding its victims as 
the ‘problem’ is making it go away. As 


Finchley prepared for its annual Dussehra 
— a Hindu cultural festival which attracts 
Asians from all over London — its tents 
and the effigy of Ravan were vandalised in 
the night of 29 September. And this after 
strenuous attempts by some white 
residents to get the festival banned. Now 
Asian children playing in Victoria Park 
(where the festival was held) are frequently 
taunted and threatened by white 
teenagers. On 4 October oil-soaked rags 
were pushed through a window of Finchley 
Reform Synagogue and set alight. It was, 
according to Dr Levin, “a serious arson 
attempt by some anti-Jewish people”. A 
week later, Malik Agqil Khattak, a 
Pakistani from East Finchley, disappeared. 
His body was found on Hampstead Heath 
and a man has been charged with his 
murder. 

Now the National Front (whose 
members for many years used the Tally Ho 
pub in North Finchley) has joined the fray 
with a leaflet printed by its Enfield and 
Barnet Branch denouncing Barnet Council 
as linked to the IRA, CND and CP. All 
because the Council did one sensible thing 
— banned the NF from using its property! 


EEC report 
on fascists 


Sweeping changes in Europe’s 
legal and education systems as 
well as a new role for the EEC are 
urged in the draft report of a 
European Parliament inquiry 
committee on racism and fascism. 

The 186-page draft calls for continual 
review of national laws on_ political 
extremism, racism and racial 
discrimination as well as more legal aid for 
race discrimination disputes. 

Education should include minority 
cultures and languages and the history of 
crimes of fascist regimes, it says. 

The inquiry by an all-party committee of 
15 Euro MPs began last October after 
demands from Labour Euro MPs and other 
socialists. 

Committee chairman Glyn Ford 
(Greater Manchester East) welcomed the 
report saying “It is clear that the European 
Community must take urgent action to 
deal with many of the issues raised. All 
democratic parties have been far too 
complacent about the effects of racism”. 

The draft report by Greek Euro MP 
Dimitrios Evrigenis, a European Court 
judge, analyses the rise of racism and 
fascism in Western Europe and the Eastern 
Bloc. 

In eleven pages on the UK which deal 
with racial discrimination, anti-semitism, 
the police and football violence, Mr 
Evrigenis says: 

“The UK’s electoral system gives 
extremist groups little chance of being 
represented, and increases thereby the 
radical character of their extremism”. 

On the police he adds: “The difficulties 
met by the police in controlling such 


phenomena, the mistrust felt by ethnic 
minorities towards the police, the 
prejudice shown by some in the police 
force itself are factors encouraging 
recourse to violence”. 

Mr Evrigenis says football hooligans use 
“a political veneer, limited on the whole to 
the use of insignia and nazi or fascist 
language” which “allows the authors of 
acts of violence to work themselves up into 
a frenzy and stand out characteristically in 
a crowd which although _ politically 
amorphous is potentially explosive”. 

The report is to be presented to the 
committee for approval before debate — 
possibly in January — at the Strasbourg 
Assembly.

RACIST VIOLENCE 
AT THE LSE 2 


Ever since someone let a gang of 
NF thugs into the London School of 
Economics by a back door to 
disrupt a meeting held as part of 
Anti-Racism week two years ago, 
students have suspected that a 
person, or persons, inside the 
building has strong fascist links. 
The person could be a member of 
staff rather than a student. 

The run up to this year’s Anti-Racist 
week was marred by even worse trouble. A 
Jewish student who had stopped to assist 
an elderly Jewish man, after he had fallen 
over near the LSE, was brutally attacked 
and beaten, sustaining bad injuries to her 
face. During the attack her keys were 
stolen. Her attacker, who appeared to 
know. the exact layout of the halls of 
residence, then entered her room and 
daubed it with racist slogans. 

The second attack came when a black 
student was attacked and beaten in one of 
the lifts at a hall of residence. 

Half way through Anti-Racist week 
students were investigating an alleged third 
attack in nearby Kingsway when a bucket 
of black paint was thrown over a student. 

A speaker invited to address a meeting 
of students during Anti-Racism week was 
himself guilty of racism. Controversial 
black lawyer Rudy Narayan stormed out of 
a meeting he was addressing after calling 
some students present Jewish bastards. 
Narayan, not unknown for his views on the 
conspiracy theory, had the vocal support of 
at least one other person present who 
screamed at a Jewish student: “I hate you 
Jewish bastards”. 

Searchlight’s own speaker at the LSE, 
who joined a panel of three on anti- 
semitism in Britain, was warmly received. 
Apart from these incidents the week as a 
whole seems to have been very successful. 


NF ORGANISER GAOLED 


FOR ATTACK ON POLICE 





National Front organiser James 
Fennesey, aged 25, and another 
Front criminal, Darren Scott 
Langeland, aged 18, both started 
prison sentences early last month. 

Fennesey, a regular star of Searchlight 
reports of National Front thuggery in East 
Anglia, had been involved in a town centre 
riot in Bury St Edmunds. In an attempt to 
copy recent inner city disturbances and in 
line with its policy of destabilising society, 
the NF had unleashed some of its key 
activists to stir things up in Bury. 


Head-butt 


A clash took place between some local 
black youngsters and a large group of 
skinheads and rockers, and two skinheads 
were arrested. As two police officers were 
putting them into a car, Fennesey attacked 
it, kicking at the doors and shouting that 
the policemen were outsiders and the 
police killed babies. 

When the officers tried to arrest him, he 
head-butted one in the face, knocked him 
down and proceeded to kick him about the 
body and head. The police officer suffered 
severe bruising to his ribs and was off duty 
for over two weeks. 

This style of viciousness is nothing new 


to this hooligan. He had only just left 
prison after serving 28 days for a serious 
assault on a black American serviceman 
earlier this year. 

Fennesey has a long string of convictions 
behind him and is responsible for a number 
of other matters for which he has not been 
tried. In their wisdom, or lack of it, the 
Bury magistrates saw fit only to sentence 
Fennesey to six months for actual bodily 
harm. The court had been informed that he 
had only just come out of prison and was 
still on a two year conditional discharge for 
earlier crimes. 

The second thug, Langeland, got six 
months for grievous bodily harm to the 
second police officer. 

The court heard that many of the rioters 
were very young, typical of the Front’s 
following in the area, and that during the 
fighting, which involved nearly 100 people, 
racial abuse was shouted. 

In mitigation for these two yobs their 
solicitor, Paul Sutton, said it was 
Fennesey’s way of getting back for the riots 
in London where a baby had been killed by 
the police. For a solicitor Sutton shows an 
amazing disregard for facts. He was in fact 
referring to an incident in Birmingham, 
well before the London riots, in which 
police shot a child during a raid on a house. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 





@ BRIGHTON MEETING FIASCO 


The National Front have lied their way into 
holding a meeting in the Pavilion Theatre in 
Brighton, despite an official ban by the Council. 
The NF were able to sneak into the Theatre by 
booking it in the name of “Albion Express 
Printing”. After the meeting, the Front 
supporters were escorted by police with horses 
and dogs back to Brighton station, and loaded on 
to mini buses. 

The meeting was preceded by an NF march 
from the station to the Town Hall. The 80 Front 
supporters, waving Union Jacks, were 
surrounded by a police cordon, while on the 
other side of the road, 300 anti fascists shouted 
their opposition. At the end of the march, the 
anti fascist demonstrators dispersed, not 
knowing that the NF were being escorted into the 
Pavilion Theatre by the police. 

Brighton Trades Council members have 
accused the police of conniving at the NF 
deception. Councillor Steve Bassam (Lab) has 
called on the Council to carry out an urgent 
review of its booking procedures. (Hastings 
Evening Argus 21.9.85, 22.9.85.) 


@ SCOTS TORIES SUPPORT 
SOUTH AFRICA 


A group of Scottish Conservatives, including 
Nicholas Fairbairn, MP, recently took part in a 
meeting at the South African consulate in 
Glasgow. They announced the formation of the 
Scottish-South African Union to support the 
white minority government there. Nicholas 
Fairbairn criticised what he called “the bogus 
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concept of one man one vote”. 

A spokesman from the Scottish Conservative 
Party said that the delegation of Conservative 
Party members to the South African consulate 
was not an official event. (Glasgow Herald 
25.9.85.) 


@ ARSON THREATS FROM NF 


Two Asian families have received arson threats 
from callers claiming to be from the National 
Front. The Bopat and Patel families, both of 
Sutton Court Road, Hillingdon, received phone 
calls on the same day. The caller threatened that 
petrol would be poured into the homes, both flats 
above shops run by the families, and set alight, if 
they did not leave the area. Windows in the 
Bopat home were broken shortly after they 
moved in, three months ago. 

NF spokesperson Ian Anderson denied that 
anyone from his organisation would have made 
such “daft and dangerous” phone calls. 
(Uxbridge & Hillingdon Gazette 26.9.85.) 


@ POLICE SAY “NF” ATTACK WAS 
NOT RACIST 


Police have strenously denied that attacks on a 
car belonging to an Indian doctor were racially 
motivated. On the latest occasion, the car was 
painted with “NF” symbols in yellow paint. Mr 
Harbahajan Singh Jabble, (47), of Windsor, is 
faced with an £800 repair bill. 

Police Inspector Gerry Bailey said: 

“This was pure vandalism with no racial 
connotations”. No arrests have been made.

What is the real threat from the right 
in Britain today? Is it mainly from the 
fascist thugs who roam the housing 
estates and football terraces? Or is it 
the lurch rightwards of the 
Conservative Party, influenced by neo 
conservative ideology, with its stress 
on the strong state, cutbacks in 
welfare, a populist nationalism, and 
scapegoating of minority groups 
including black people? 

The authors of these articles are aware 
that the choice is not “either”, “or”, but 
rather how the “respectable” right has 
helped create a more favourable political 
climate in which the fascists can operate. 
The fascists, in turn, have helped to set the 
agenda for the respectable _ right. 
Compulsory repatriation, and mystic 
nationalism, for example, have been taken 
up by the Salisbury Review. Members of 
the small Conservative Philosophy Group 
include Margaret Thatcher. 

These three authors look at different 
aspects of the new respectable right and 
analyse the shifts in ideology over the last 
15 years. It is a period which has been 
marked by the extinction of the National 
Front as an electoral threat in 1979 due to 
the activities of the Anti Nazi League, but 
also because the Conservative Party, with 
its new right wing image, won over many of 
the Front’s supporters. It has been marked 
by the imposition of monetarist economic 
policies, which have led to a growth in 
unemployment and attacks on the welfare 
state. It has been marked by a rebirth of 
nationalism, partly as a result of the 
Falklands war. Racists such as Harvey 
Proctor have been welcomed back into the 
Conservative fold. Racist front groups, 
such as WISE (Welsh, Irish, Scots, 
English), have provided a meeting ground 
for Conservative MPs and members of the 
National Front. A neo conservative 
ideology has been created, partly imported 
from the United States, partly the product 
of home grown pundits such as Paul 
Johnson, Alfred Sherman, and Peregrine 
Worsthorne, and also organisations such as 
the Centre for Policy Studies. 

All of this, and more, is competently 
documented by these authors. They are 
weaker on proposed remedies (although 
Ken Leech talks of a re-examination of 
theology, and Paul Weller of the need for 
an alternative outward looking view of 
Britain and the world), but they should not 
be faulted for that. The first task, as 
always, is to know your enemy. 





High brows, knock knees and dragging knuckles 


A few years ago, a group of French would- 
be intellectuals on the extreme right paid an 
unwanted tribute to the Italian communist, 
Antonio Gramsci, who had died a prisoner 
in one of Mussolini’s gaols in 1937. So 
impressed were the founders of GRECE (or 
Groupement de Recherches et d’Etudes 
pour la Civilisation Europeen) with the 
ideas of Gramsci, that they declared that 
their aim was to establish a ‘Gramscism of 
the Right’. 

By this characteristically pompous phrase, 
GRECE meant that it was seeking to establish a 
cultural movement, rather than merely engaging 
in standard political activity. Led by Alain de 
Benoist, who had a brief and none too glorious 
involvement with the more typical sort of fascist 
political activity, GRECE has sought to 
establish the intellectual climate in which racist 
notions can flourish. Since its inauguration in 
the late 1960s, it has produced glossy, pseudo- 
intellectual journals, commissioned new books 
and re-issued old racist favourites. Above all, it 
has established networks and discussion groups, 
in which old-time fascists, young intellectuals 
and even some well connected personages can 
meet to discuss their racist and elitist notions. 

The intention was to revive the sort of ideas, 
which most people had presumed to be 
discredited by the discovery of the nazi death 
camps in 1945. To a certain extent, GRECE has 
succeeded: there is a certain Parisian chic 
attached to their mixture of Pan-Nordic 
paganism, theories of racial roots, anti- 
Americanism, and an undercurrent of old- 
fashioned anti-semitism. While the intellectual 
types of GRECE have been spreading their 
culturally high-flying racism, on a much lower 
level, le Front National has been attracting votes 
with its simple politics of hatred. 

All this has not been lost on the young nasties 
currently in charge of the NF. They have 
realised that marches, leafletting and the 
occasional vicious assault are not going to be 
sufficient to produce the racial utopia, of which 
they dream. A racial culture must be built. So 
Britain, too, must have its Gramscism of the 
Right. 

The strategy of establishing this ‘Gramscism of 
the Right’, or the cultural movement, which will 
inaugurate a new racial era, is a two-pronged 
affair: there is to be a culture of the elite and a 
culture to keep the fascist masses happy and 
kicking. The NF high culture is already taking 
shape. Michael Walker is editing Scorpion, a 
pretentious English language version of 
GRECE’s Nouvelle Ecole. The NF’s own 
Nationalism Today is becoming increasingly 
filled with guff about the authentic Northern 
European heritage: this month Kelvin 
Sanderson visits Durham and “finds that 
cathedrals aren't so dull”. 

Like their European cultural counterparts, 
the NF is busy discovering old classics to re- 
issue. GRECE may reprint the thoughts of old- 
time French anti-semites like Maurras, but the 
NF is turning to the cranky economic theories of 
Hilaire Belloc and G.K. Chesterton: theories, 
which in the name of ‘distributism’ oppose the 
evils of ‘usury’ with a familar undertone of anti- 
semitism. October’s Nationalism Today offers 
“rare and out of print” copies of Chesterton’s 
Napoleon of Notting Hill and Belloc’s Hills and 
the Sea. Of the latter, Nationalism Today 


comments: “Like so many of the works of the 
great Distributists, this book is full of love for 
the English countryside and the traditions and 
peoples of Europe. Read it when you feel the 
need for a breath of fresh air”. 

A third cultural rarity is also offered: Douglas 
Reed’s /nsanity Fair. Belloc and Chesterton 
might edge into the respectable side of things, 
but Reed’s work was quite unashamedly anti- 
semitic. A journalist, who supported the 
Strasserite brand of nazism in pre-war Germany, 
Reed criticised Hitler for causing so many 
German Jews to emigrate to Britain. 
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De Benoist — high level drivel. 


Well, so much for high culture and the 
creative approach to history, Fascist Man (and 
the masculine appellation is appropriate) cannot 
live by pomposity alone. A low culture must also 
be provided, so that even the none-too-literate 
can engage in fittingly fascist pursuits. Here is 
where New Dawn comes into its own. 

This ‘new’ magazine takes up where Bulldog 
left off. It’s aimed at the younger fascist, and its 
launch is intended to coincide with the 
reorganisation of the Young National Front. 
The goal is to provide an array of racially pure 
pursuits: 

“It’s not all political work if you’re a member 
of the YNF. Plans are being discussed at the 
moment to. start a Rock Against 
Communism Club which would entitle 
members to cheap admission at gigs and 
discounts off RAC merchandise”. 

Two themes dominate this low cultural 
activity; rock music and football. Most of New 
Dawn is given over to promoting anti- 
communist, racially pure, rock groups, like 
Skrewdriver, led by the NF’s own Ian Stuart. 

However, it would appear that the NF is 
having a bit of difficulty in establishing its own 
alternative rock culture. Certainly a couple of 
racially acceptable and musically raucous LP’s 
are promised, but there are underlying 
problems, quite apart from an obvious lack of 
talent. New Dawn, in discussing the mega-gifted 
Skrewdriver, lets slip that the skinhead 
musicians keep finding other activities to occupy 
their attention. It seems that Skrewdriver keeps 


losing its members, because “half the band have 
left the country to join various foreign armies”. 

These are the very musicians which are 
supposed to be “a new type of band”, which is 
“starting to speak out for Britain”. Still 
weapon-training is weapon-training, no matter 
who one is fighting for. 

There are even deeper problems for the 
culture-vultures of this new patriotic rock music. 
New Dawn is to publish hit-parades of racially 
acceptable, anti-communist music. Obviously 
this chart is not going to be based upon Gallup 
conducted surveys of record sales. Instead 
aficionados are to supply their own lists of . 
favourite melodies. The first chart shows the 
paucity of records suitable for the culturally 
limited fascist. 

Sitting atop the New Dawn hit-parade is the 
Chelsea Football Club song ‘Blue is the Colour’. 
It’s Number Two which is the real surprise. Who 
would have believed that the close-cropped 
heads and _ large-booted feet of — fascist 
musicologists would be jumping up and down to 
‘There’ll Always Be An England’ by Dame Vera 
Lynn? But there it is — the old song, which 
inspired the anti-fascist troops of the last war, 
preferred by today’s fascists to their own efforts. 

The other cultural activity promoted by New 
Dawn is football. The new ‘Political Soldiers’ (a 
concept much loved by Nationalism Today) are 
to develop their healthy bodies on the football 
turf. There is a report of the 2nd Annual YNF 
5-A-Side football competition, which, after 
much thrilling and = spilling, was won by 
Gravesend Rovers. 

Problems here too. An accompanying 
photograph shows a spindly and very unathletic 
fellow, Paul Johnson of Kent NF, looking 
embarrassed on a football pitch. Not only is his 
physique of the sort which trips over things, but 
our footballing hero is wearing both spectacles 
and a watch. Mercifully, there is no leather ball 
anywhere near to frighten the poor lad. 

If this is the most photogenic of the NF’s 
young footballers, and if half the patriotic 
musicians keep wandering off to foreign armies, 
then we can breathe a little easier. A knock- 
kneed footballer and a half a pop group are not 
sufficient on their own to create a Gramscism of 
the Right.

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IN THE COURTS... 


NOT really surprising that Tory MP Roger 
Moate is not crowing too loudly about his 
recent out-of-court libel settlement with the 
BBC. 

Moate was one of five Tory MPs who 
began legal action against the BBC after the 
admirable ‘Maggie's Militant Tendency’ 
programme made by Panorama in early 
1984. Two of them are now set down for 
hearings. 

His beef was that WISE leaderene Joan 
Mason, on camera, included him in her list of 
top Tories who had addressed _ her 
unpleasant little racist coterie. He claimed 
that being mentioned in this context gave 
the impression that he was a right-wing 
extremist and that his reputation was 
damaged accordingly. 

In fact, his inclusion really only gave 
weight to Panorama’s view (and ours) that 
WISE had successfully bridged the gap 
between dangerous’ extremists and 
respectable, if rightwards _ inclined, 
Conservative MPs. 

Well, anyway, he wasn’t having any of 
that and reached for his lawyers. But the 
eventual settlement was far from the pot of 
gold that some close to him thought it 
might be. They were counting on an 
enormous settlement incurred in a That’s 
Life! libel action to scare the Beeb into an 
early surrender. 

As it was, the BBC simply clarified that it 
had not intended to imply that he was a 
racist, apologising for “any contrary 
impression which the inclusion of (his) name 
and picture in the programme might have 
given”. 

Mr Moate received not a penny piece in 
damages, although his costs were met and 
an extremely modest sum paid to agreed 
charities.

MASTER RACE? 


A LITTLE delayed (can’t think why), the 
latest issue of National Front News has just 
hit the streets. Well, the gutters to be more 
exact. 

Front page (natch) is devoted to the sorry 
plight of “political prisoner” Martin ‘I'll be a 
race martyr if it kills me’ Wingfield. And long 
may he be banged up. 

Inside, the ex-bookie now so keen on a 
spell as a guest of Her Majesty, pays tribute 
to recently retired jockey Lester Piggott “a 
credit to his sport and his country”. 

Wingfield’s memories of Piggott go back, 
it seems, to the days when he earned a 
living at the expense of racecourse punters. 

He recalls a race at Epsom which has 
embossed itself upon his memory because 
Piggott, on the favourite, Roberto, beat into 
second place the nag Wingfield was rooting 
for.

FRANCE 


Le Pen in focus 


The French media spotlight is once 
again focused on Jean-Marie Le Pen, 
leader of the extreme-right Front 
National, which swept 11 per cent of 
the vote in last year’s European 
Parliament elections. 

In a sensational interview in Le Monde 
in October, his former friend and political 
ally, Jean-Maurice Demarquet, accused Le 
Pen of willingly hastening the death of his 
wealthy benefactor, Albert Lambert, by 
supplying him with alchohol against 
doctor’s orders, while the eccentric 
millionaire was dying of cirrhosis of the 
liver. His doctor at the time was none other 
than Demarquet, and when Lambert died 
in 1976, at the age of only 42, Le Pen was 
the sole inheritor of his mansion estate and 
fortune. He also repeated claims that Le 
Pen had taken part in torture sessions 
while serving in Algeria in 1957, a claim 
which Le Pen hotly contests, despite losing 
libel cases against the two national 


newspapers which first published the story. 

Two days after the revelations, Le Pen 
was invited to appear in the hour-long 
prime time television interview programme 
L’Heure de la Verité (The Hour of Truth). 
Bandying around undeniably false figures 
on the social cost of immigration, which

remained unchallenged by the journalists 
interviewing him, and _ calling for 
progressive elimination of all income taxes 
and denationalisation of French industry, 
Le Pen emerged from the programme 
triumphant, chalking up an impressive 
media victory. 

It was only later that the image began to 
tarnish, when he was attacked by 
journalists for the flagrant lies during the 
programme, particularly —_ concerning 
immigration and his inheritance, which he 
claimed he had never paid wealth tax on, 
contrary to later revelations by the Inland 
Revenue and his wife Pierrette, who is 
divorcing him. 

But it was nevertheless a triumphant Le 
Pen who addressed the fifth national 
festival of his party on 20 October, to a 
jubilant crowd of 20,000, where he 
unveiled his list of candidates for next 
year’s General Election. Unable to contain 
himself, he let out an obviously anti- 
semitic attack on four leading Jewish 
journalists, and an aside about the ex- 
Jewish Archbishop of Paris, Monseigneur 
Lustiger. As a result, an indigant Europe /, 
the leading radio station, has refused him 
any further air time until an apology is 
forthcoming. 

Although Le Pen seems to have lost 
much of his short-lived respectability with 
the media, and evoked strong reactions 
from leading right-wing politicians — many 
of whom took exception to his thinly-veiled 
anti-semitism — his views are still 





worryingly popular amongst the French 
public. 

Recent estimates suggest he will be 
hard-pushed to break the 10 per cent 
barrier in next year’s elections. But an 
opinion poll published in Le Monde on the 
eve of his television performance showed 
that although opposition to Le Pen is 
mounting, 31 per cent of the population 
support the FN position on immigration 
and 29 per cent on law and order. He has 
succeeded in establishing these themes as 
important issues of the day. 

In a _ subsequent televised debate 
between Jacques Chirac, leader of the 
right-wing RPR and Laurent Fabius, the 
Socialist Prime Minister, Chirac again 
made a clear link between immigration and 
crime, in an obvious attempt to recover 
votes going to the extreme-right. What was 
significant was that Fabius did not take him 
on, a fact that led to harsh criticisms from 
the left. 


SWEDEN 


Nazi Fuhrer gets 
second booting 


Remember young Staffan Winl6f, 
Action Group Fiihrer of the notorious 
Swedish Nordic Reich Party? He last 
featured in Searchlight in June 1985 
when 3,000 outraged citizens in the 
small town of Vaxj6é got fed up with 
nazi thuggery and ran him out of the 
county. 

Well, he has been at it again. Some 
people just don’t learn. 

Finding the Vaxjé area too hot for his 
liking, (and unable to persuade his band of 
political soldiers to show up even remotely 
close to it), Winl6f decided upon a tactical 
retreat and moved his operations to what 
he believed would be a safer spot; the 
southern coastal town of Helsingborg 
where the party traditionally had a small 
but persistent following. 

Following the Vaxj6 incident, Winléf 
has been out in the cold among party 
leaders, and, eager to repair the damage to 
his reputation, he ordered his band out on 
the streets of Helsingborg in an intensified 
campaign of agitation. It turned out to be a 
very serious mistake. 

After a few weeks, the Helsingborg 
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citizens had seen all they ever cared to see 
of nazi hoologans. So when Winlo6f in early 
September called for a Saturday public 
rally in the town, people decided it was 
time to have a serious talk with the nazis. 

Following the example set by Vaxjé, 
1,000 citizens took to the streets and 
booted the nazis out of town in a battle that 
lasted only minutes. Winl6f’s small band, 
(only ten nazis had turned up for the rally), 
hardly had time to figure out what hit 
them; they were too busy avoiding ending 
up in hospital or worse. In the end, local 
police saved their necks by bringing them 
into the police headquarters, where they 
filed complaints about the lack of political 
democracy on Swedish streets. 

Did we say that some people never 
learn? Well, not quite. At least Mr Winlof 
seems to have become a bit wiser since the 
Vaxj6 incident. This time he had his car 
parked only steps away from the rally. 

At first sight of the opposition, he 
abandoned the square and left his fellow 
troopers to fight it out with the crowd. He 
was last seen heading out of town. 


USA 


Rightists accused 
of murder 


Two men and a 15-year-old boy have 
been arrested on a Nebraska farm and 
charged with the murder of a 5- 
year-old boy and a 25-year-old man. 
The accused are members of a survivalist 
group connected with Posse Comitatus, a 
racist organisation formed in 1969 which 
believes that there is no legitimate power 
above the level of the county and is heavily 
involved in trying to organise farmers’ tax- 
resistence campaigns. The man accused, 
Michael Ryan, reportedly described 
himself as the ‘archangel’ and told his 
followers that he spoke to God. An earlier 
raid had uncovered stolen farm equipment, 
rifles, camouflage material, 150,000 rounds 
of ammunition and a concealed bunker. 


Black Muslim 
controversy 


Controversy is raging over reputed 
anti-semitic remarks made by Louis 
Farrakhan, leader of the black 
organisation, the Nation of Islam. 
Already much publicised for his anti- 
Jewish comments during Jesse 
Jackson’s 1984 election campaign, 
Farrakhan is still apparently 
combining his advocacy of black 
economic and political advancement 
with diatribes against Jews. 

Like Jesus, he reportedly told an 
audience, he is hated by the Jews. They 
have a “stranglehold on the US 
government” and the Israeli state is “an 
outgrowth of Jewish transgression”. Such 
comments have attracted the attention of 
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the racist right with ex-Ku Klux Klan 
leader Tom Metzger attending Farrakhan’s 
recent Los Angeles meeting with nine 
other members of the White American 
Political Association. Metzger, who gave a 
cash donation of £100 as “a gesture of 
understanding”, was quoted as saying 
“They want their own government and 
their own territory and that’s exactly what 
we want for them and for ourselves. . . 
They speak out against the Jews and the 
oppressors in Washington”. In a parallel 
move in Britain, a recent issue of the NF’s 
Nationalism Today wished Farrakhan well 
in their “common struggle for the same 
ends”. Bob Hoy, another American racist, 
has also praised the Nation of Islam leader 
in a recent issue of the NF’s New Nation. 


Far right gathering 


Members of 15 racist groups attended a 
meeting at the Michigan farm of Aryan 
Nations leader Robert Miles which 
included the ritual induction of 30 
‘Aryan warriors’ into Miles’ 
organisation. 

Former members of the organisation had 
formed the recently uncovered racist 
terrorist group The Order and among 
guests at the meeting were Debbie 
Mathews, widow of its leader, and the 
parents of David Tate, presently facing 
trial for killing a state trooper. 

The ceremony was part of a two-day 
Christian Patriots Annual Conference 
including among others the Rev. Richard 
Butler of Aryan Nations, Tom Metzger of 
White American Resistance and Dr E.R. 
Fields of the National States Rights Party. 
The theme of the gathering was the way 
forward for the American racist 
movement. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


Whites moving 
rightwards 


Discontented with the handling of the 
breakdown in order and the _half- 
hearted ‘reforms’ of President Botha’s 
National Party government, a 
significant section of white voters have 
moved to its right in recent by- 
elections. 

In three locations — Springs, Vryburg 
and Bethlehem — the National Party 
retained its seats but with an increased vote 
for the ultrarightist Conservative Party. In 
a fourth seat, Port Natal, the Nationalists 
increased their vote at the expense of the 
declining New Republic Party but again 
with a rising Conservative vote. But in a 
fifth seat — Sasolburg — the National 
Party lost to the extreme right Herstigte 
Nasionale Party, a NP majority of over 
2,600 turning into a HNP majority of 367. 
The NP, which received some two-thirds of 


Afrikaner votes in the 1981 general 
election, is now thought to command less 
than half their votes. 


IN BRIEF 


SWITZERLAND 


The far right National Action Party has 
captured 16 of the 100 seats in the 
Lausanne parliament and its allied group, 
Vigilance, 19 of the 80 in Geneva in recent 
local elections. 


WEST GERMANY 


An official of the ultra-rightist National 
Democratic Party has been arrested and 
charged with spying on the organisation on 
behalf of East German intelligence. 


EIRE 
Disturbed at the printing and publishing 
activities of the Dublin-based National 
Socialist Irish Workers Party, the Irish 
Department of Foreign Affairs and 
members of the country’s Labour Party are 
calling for a race relations bill to be 
introduced and for implementation of the 
UN convention on racial discrimination. 
The calls for government action are 
aimed at ending the production of stickers 
and other materials which are used not 
only in Ireland but also by British racists. 


CANADA 

Canadian police are investigating the 
organisation Aryan Nations over a 
computer data bank advertised in 


Canadian cities. The bank includes lists of 
‘race traitors’ and a call for the killing of all 
homosexuals. It also invites Vietnam 
veterans who “have had enough of these 
bastards who call themselves our leaders” 
to contact the organisation. One of the 
US-based group’s Canadian members, 
Terry Long, told journalists that all Jews 
should be tried for treason and hung. 


USA 


William F. Buckley Jr., owner of the 
conservative magazine National Review, 
has brought a $16m law suit against the far 
right paper The Spotlight. The ultrarightist 
paper, owned by veteran racist Willis 
Carto, has accused Buckley in the past of 
the advocacy of paedophilia and working 
with the founder of post-war American 
nazism, George Lincoln Rockwell. 


ITALY 


The governments of Italy and Uruguay 
have reached agreement over the return to 
Italy of the archives of P2 boss Licio Gelli. 
It is expected that they will reveal more 
about influential figures in Italian society 
who had been recruited to his far right 
masonic lodge. 


Four fascists were recently charged with 
complicity in the 1974 bomb attack on the 
Italicus train. 

Giancarlo Rognoni, Marco  Ballan, 
Piergiorgio Martini and Giuseppe Ortenzi 
were also charged with organising an 
armed conspiracy.

East London Schools 
campaign gathers momentum 


Over the past six months a Campaign 
Against Racism in Schools (CARS) has 
steadily been gaining momentum in 
Tower Hamlets in response to the 
concern of parents, students and 
teachers over the increase in racist 
violence both in and around schools. 
CARS, which involves community 
organisations, parents’ associations, 
school students, NUT members and 
other trade unionists was launched in 
July to fight racism in schools and to 
demand the adoption and 
implementation of genuine (not just 
paper) anti-racist policies in schools. 


Racist incidents 


In Tower Hamlets, Bangladeshi pupils 
have become targets for systematic racial 
harassment ranging from verbal abuse, 
being spat at and having money extorted 
from them to actual physical attack. 
Daneford school, a boys’ school with a 
large proportion of Bangladeshi pupils, has 
been the focus of particular concern as the 
situation has become critical there. In July 
a Ist-year boy was slashed with a razor on 
his chest and back by four older boys in the 
main corridor. In the first two weeks of the 
autumn term there was an escalation of 
attacks after violence at a local funfair 
spilled over into school and a boy had his 
ear cut. Such was the general atmosphere 
of fear that many first and second year 
boys stayed away from school or were 
seeking refuge in their old primary schools. 


School and ILEA response 


When parents, fearful for the safety of 
their children, went up to the school, there 
was no one whom they could speak to in 
Bengali to register their concern. 
Eventually the school called a meeting of 
first year parents, but the Head did not 
attend, there was no interpreter present 
and the school’s response was that the 
rumours of attack had been exaggerated. 
Parents left feeling angry and frustrated. 

The NUT demanded an immediate 
meeting with the Inner London Education 
Authority (ILEA) to discuss the physical 
safety of pupils and teachers, but were 
turned down. BENTH _ (Bangladeshi 
Educational Needs in Tower Hamlets) 
wrote direct to Frances Morrell, the head 
of ILEA, complaining about the lack of 
response to racist attacks by the 
management of the school — they received 
no reply. 


Action — students, parents and 
teachers organise 


Throughout this period Bangladeshi boys 

organised within the school to fight racism 

— holding meetings, producing leaflets 

and letters for parents and compiling the 

following list of demands to the Head: 

@ All racist boys to be thrown out of 

school. 

@ Racist teachers to be sacked. 

@ The Headmaster must do something 

about racist fights, not ignore them. 

@ Bengali lessons for all boys who want 

them, not just for 4th and 5th years. 
They also set up a network whereby any 

younger boys being harassed would report 

it to older pupils, who would then take up 

the matter.

On 10 October a packed public meeting 
of about 350 students, parents and teachers 
called a picket of the local Divisional 
Education Office, and gave support to a 
half-day strike action against racism by 
Daneford NUT and a rally to lobby County 
Hall. A 9-point programme of demands 
was also drawn up by the Campaign. 

On 16 October the picket was held 
outside Divisional Office to protest at the 
lack of action over racial violence in 
schools. Fifteen minutes before it was due 
to end, the police suddenly laid in, 
grabbing people and arresting them. One 
teacher was dragged along the ground and 
lost consciousness, another had his shirt 
torn off his back, and yet another had her 
sari ripped. In all, eleven people were 
arrested. 

On 17 October Daneford students and 





teachers, supported by other NUT 
delegates from London schools, attended a 
rally of 300 people on the steps of County 
Hall. Members of ILEA had previously 
been requested to meet the Daneford 
delegation and respond to their demands, 
but only one person agreed to come down 
to the rally. Later, ILEA let the rally use 
the conference hall to continue the 
meeting, but the students had to march 
down to the office of Barrie Stead, Chair of 
the Schools Sub Committee, to insist that 
he came to the hall to listen to their 
demands. 


The Campaign strengthens 


CARS is growing in strength. Students in 
schools are organising, as are their parents. 
More teachers and trade unionists are 
joining. At the same time, more and more 
incidents of racial violence are coming to 
light and drawing attention to the scale of 
intimidation that is going on. Bangladeshi 
parents are harassed picking up children 
from schools, pupils are scared in the 
schools. In early November about 50 boys 
from Stepney Green abused and beat up 
first year Bangladeshi boys from John Cass 
School. The situation at Daneford 
continues to be explosive, at times getting 
to a situation of near riot — as on one day 
in October when a fight broke out between 
two fifth year classes. On the same day 
Bangladeshi boys told one teacher they 
had been ambushed at lunchtime by boys 
wearing plastic bags as masks and chased 
down the road. 

In conjunction with CARS, parents 
planned a parents’ meeting on 16 
November to discuss what further action to 
take and to draw up a list of demands. A 
mass demonstration also took place 
outside Highbury Magistrates Court on 22 
November in support of those arrested on 
the 16 October picket and to draw 
attention to the demands of the Campaign. 
The Inner London Teachers Association 
called for a half-day teachers’ strike action 
to coincide with this. 

The situation is critical in Tower 
Hamlets, but CARS is determined to 
continue to fight to forge a strong anti- 
racist campaign throughout all Tower 
Hamlets schools — and hopefully to 
broaden out to all London schools.

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How easy it is to gain fame as a martyr 
to anti-racism in the post Tottenham 
climate. Jack Fuller, principal of 
Waltham Forest College, London, who 
likes to compare himself with Ray 
Honeyford (Mail 14.10.84) has recently 
demonstrated that it isn’t even necessary 
to string together an article for a right- 
wing journal to achieve press notice. All 
one has to do is cast some jibes at the 
Afro-Caribbean community — claiming 
black youths are responsible for the 
“majority” of thefts on his campus, leave 
out the “evidence”, throw in a few 
Powell-type remarks about “ordinary” 
“Britons” who fear ethnic “invasion”, 
and send the whole lot off to The Times 
where it will be alloted pride of place on 
the letters page. And then — just sit 
back and wait for the press to rally 
around. 


Fuller — a victim of black 
racism! 


In Fuller’s case the wait lasted only a few 
hours, with the Standard of the same 
day drawing attention to Fuller’s letter 
to The Times. “Head slams Black 
Raiders: they cause chaos on campus”, 
said the Sun, and the other tabloids soon 
followed suit, with the local papers 
reproducing his letter in full and some 
other disparaging things he had to say 
about a visit to Jamaica. About a week 
later, a Sun editorial spoke of “The high 
price of telling the truth: ‘We have 
tyranny and racism now . . . black 
racism’.” 


Students and lecturers fight 
back 
Following on Honeyford’s heels, Fuller 


has been depicted as the “victim” of a 
“racism” which threatens all white

people — the “racism” which “‘vicious‘, 
“sreedy” blacks practice against a 
tolerant and_ long-suffering white 
population. But while sections of the 
press have enfolded Fuller to their 
collective bosom, the lecturers at 
Waltham Forest College immediately 
disassociated themselves from his views, 
and students organised to oppose Fuller 
and prevent him from entering the 
college. 

Not surprisingly, Fuller was not 
impressed with this student initiative — 
but his order that student demonstrators 
be videod was not carried out. Feelings 
against Fuller were high when, on 19 
October, students and lecturers took 
part in a local march against racist 
attacks. The right of black people to live 
without fear of racial violence became 
fused with the Fuller issue and the 
Waltham Forest community were firm 
in their belief that Fuller must go. 


Board of Governors refuse to 
condemn Fuller 


But Fuller was still capable of mustering 
support from his Board of Governors — 
and from certain white staff in the 
college who circulated petitions of 
support for their Principal, which were 
readily taken up by the media. On 15 
october, the Board of Governors held an 
emergency meeting (at which Fuller was 
present with full voting rights). The 
Governors refused to condemn Fuller’s 
actions, let alone support calls for his 
dismissal. Instead, they spoke of the 
“lack of consultation” over The Times 
letter, which they described as ill-timed. 


Local authority steps in 


Thus, just as in the Honeyford case, the 
Board of Governors acted not in unison 








with the local community but against it. 
Now, the local education authority has 
stepped in. It has expressed its 
dissatisfaction with the Governors’ 
response and called for a report to be 
sent to the next level of the local 
authority power structure to see whether 
disciplinary action against Fuller should 
be taken. And, as we go to press, that’s 
how matters stand, with students 
observing a temporary truce, and 
awaiting the council decision.

The press has concentrated on the 
uprisings in Handsworth, Brixton and 
Tottenham as the only areas of unrest 
this summer. Yet there has been a 
steady stream of incidents, often 
reported very cursorily, or not at all, 
which gives lie to the Government’s 
insistence that the unrest is the work of 
a small group of agitators who go 
around encouraging and causing riots, 
or the end result of gang fights. It is 
rather more to do with heavy policing 
and deeper social discontent. Below are 
some reports that have come to 
CARF’s notice. 


In August, black and white youths in 
Toxteth confronted police on several 
occasions in what was termed a “racially 
sensitive area”. (This was the justification 
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for censoring information about the 
incidents for a time in Toxteth and 
Tottenham.) In October, trouble flared 
again in the area of the ’81 violence outside 
a magistrates’ court where four black 
youths were remanded in custody, and the 
police used armoured transit vans and 
Land-Rovers, backed up by helmeted 
police carrying riot shields. Two windows 
of the Hope Street police station where 
youths had gathered were smashed. 
There was also trouble in October in 
Peckham, south London, over several 
days, when black and white youths hurled 
missiles at police and property. And five 
people were reported arrested in clashes 
with the police in Oxford when a group of 
people marched to the local police station 
in protest against the arrests of people 
charged with assaulting the police. 
Meanwhile, five specially equipped riot 


vans and more than 50 West Midlands 
police in riot gear descended to disperse 
black youths in the Alum Rock/Saltley 
area of Birmingham after a number of shop 
windows were smashed. In a_ separate 
incident, the police station at Sedgley, near 
Dudley, West Midlands, was fire-bombed. 
Police were keen to portray these as a gang 
fight and copycat hooliganism, but their 
eagerness to show their strength and 
efficiency seems to suggest other causes. 

Also in October, schoolchildren and 
teenagers formed the Westham Riot Squad 
on a Bournemouth housing estate to fight 
against police harassment. About 40 police 
in riot gear battled with youths on the 
estate after police stopped all buses 
entering the estate because of an incident 
on a bus. In Southall, about 60 black youth 
stoned a police car and overturned a 
vehicle.

In North Woolwich, east London, two 
police were hospitalised as a result of 
battles with black and white youth. There 
were clashes with police reported in 
Gloucester, Welshpool (a market town on 
the Welsh border) and Harrogate (no 
arrests were made in this middle-class 
suburbia). Teenagers laid seige to the 
police station in the Yorkshire pit village of 
Askern, near Doncaster, and there were 


reports of incidents in Bristol, Bradford, 
Huddersfield, Salford, Ormskirk and 
Leicester, and in Nottingham after the 
annual Goose Fair, which this year was 
heavily patrolled as police feared copycat 
rioting from black youths in the area 
Police also stepped up patrols in what 
they saw as problem areas — for instance, 
in Hackney and Notting Hill police were 
going around telling people to board up 
their windows and shops because there 


would be trouble. They don’t seem to have 
clarified who would cause it. And in 
Waltham Forest, east London, extra police 
patrols were drafted onto the streets after 
the Tottenham and Brixton uprisings. A 
police helicopter and a ‘heavy’ police 
presence dispersed a crowd of youths, and 
“the streets are being kept full of police in 
the present climate”. (Waltham Forest 
Guardian, 11.10.85.) 





Justice for the Pryce family? 


When a black person dies, nobody 
seems to take it very seriously. From 
Michael Ferreira, a black youth killed 
in Hackney in 1979, to Peter Burns, a 
black railway ticket collector who died 
after a metal stake was thrown through 
his eyes at Seven Kings Station last 
year, half-hearted police prosecutions 
have led to murder charges being 
dropped, and manslaughter charges 
(with diminished sentences) imposed 
instead. 

In November 1985, Martin Newhouse, a 
17-year-old white youth, received a 4-and 
a-half year youth custody sentence at the 
Old Bailey for the ‘manslaughter’ of 16- 
year-old Eustace Pryce. The news of 
Newhouse’s sentence was relayed to his 
Canning Town supporters who had 
congregated outside the Old Bailey. In the 
dying days of the trial, they had amused 
themselves (in between giving Sieg Heil 
salutes) with taking photographs and 
intimidating pickets from the campaign to 
support the Pryce family. But, as CARF 
reports, _Newhouse’s Canning Town 
supporters are only one of the problems 


now faced by the Justice for the Pryce 
Campaign. 


Gerald Pryce criminalised 


In September 1984, Eustace Pryce was 
stabbed in the neck by Martin Newhouse 
after a fight in Newham which started after 
white youths racially abused an Asian 
youth. Three  plain-clothes officers 
witnessed the fight from the top of a bus 
and proceeded to arrest an equal number 
of white and black youths, including 
Eustace’s brother, Gerald. 

In the weeks that followed, the police 
seemed to be intent on making an example 
of Gerald, whereas Newhouse, the killer, 
seemed to be getting off scot free. 


Differential court treatment 


Newhouse was released from custody three 
weeks after his arrest, on the grounds that 
it would be unfair to keep him over 
Christmas. There was, however, to be no 
Christmas charity for Gerald! He was kept 
in custody for a further four weeks, and 
denied the right to mourn with his family at 
a time when they needed him most. When 


Gerald was eventually granted bail, 
stringent conditions were imposed. For 
example, Martin Newhouse was free to 
walk around Newham unhindered, but 
Gerald was banished from the borough — 
and this at a time when his girlfriend was 
expecting their first child. 


Old Bailey Judge threatens 
‘contempt’ 

Eventually, Gerald was found guilty of 
affray (as in the recent Newham 7 case, the 
white and black youths were all in the dock 
together). But Judge Lymbery did not feel 
happy with leaving the case at that. He 
issued a strong warning to supporters of 
the Justice for the Pryce Campaign, that 
those who wrote to him demanding a stiff 
sentence for the killer of Eustace Pryce 
were, he believed, “gravely prejudiced”, 
and anyone writing such letters in future 
would run the risk of being in contempt of 
court. Meanwhile, Newham police, much 
upset by the recent unity of Asian and 
Afro-Caribbean youth, have sent a report, 
concentrating on the campaign’s leaflets, 
to the Attorney General and the 
Department of Public Prosecutions. 





GLC looks at Black prisoners 


The recent deaths of Michael Martin in 
Broadmoor and Malcolm Roberts 
(known as Rush I) while on remand in 
the security wing of Prestwich Hospital 
serve as a reminder to anti-racists of 
the necessity for community groups to 
keep on exposing the racism of the 


‘criminal justice system. And prisons 


are the most invisible institutions in 
that system, both by their closed and 
inaccessible nature — the _ public 
cannot walk in and observe as they can 
in the courts — and by the walls of 
secrecy created both by Home Office 
use of the Official Secrets Act and by 
the censorship of communications 
between prisoners and the outside 
world. 

In its report Local authorities and penal 
establishments: a race dimension, the 
GLC’s Ethnic Minorities Unit has made an 
important contribution to the struggle to 
make prisons more visible and more 
accountable to the communities from 
which they draw their inmates. 

Racist practices are highlighted to 
explain why four in ten black youths spend 


some time in custody before they reach the 
age of 21 — in the decision to make an 
arrest, to charge or to caution juveniles 
(white youths are four times as likely as 
black to be cautioned rather than charged 
for a first offence), in the quality of bail 
decisions and of the sentencing process. 
And the report looks beyond the 
immediate causes of massive over- 
representation of black people in prison, to 
failings in local authority housing and 
employment policies, to faulty decisions in 
care proceedings by social workers, and to 
bias in probation officers — all of which 
play a part in the process. of 
criminalisation. 

But it is inside prisons that the report 
concentrates most of its attention, and the 
theme is the complete non-accountability 
of the prison service. One of the areas of 
particular importance is the issue of the 
Prison Medical Service. The death of 
Richard ‘Cartoon’ Campbell in Ashford 
Remand Centre in 1978 brought to the fore 
concern over the use of central- 
nervous-system acting drugs on prisoners, 
and the cases of Steve Thompson and Cirus 
Noor confirmed the fears of the black 
community that both drugs and diagnoses 


of mental illness were being used for 
control and discipline, to undermine the 
strength and solidarity of black prisoners. 

Figures showing the amount of drugs 
used by the authorities (in particular, in 
Holloway prison in London, where over 
900 doses per prisoner per year are handed 
out) strengthens the case, put here by 
EMU, that the prison medical service 
should be incorporated into the NHS and 
that its monopoly on the treatment of 
prisoners be broken so as to enable 
prisoners to have access to their own 
doctors. 

Another vital area crying out for reform 
is in the discipline and_ grievance 
procedures. At present, Boards of Visitors 
(who are appointed by the Home Office) 
deal with both. They can add up to six 
months at a time to a prisoner’s sentence 
by awarding loss of remission as well as 
authorising solitary confinement. Prisoners 
are dissuaded from making complaints 
because if they are not believed they can be 
punished for ‘making a false complaint’. 
There is no right of appeal from a Board 
decision. Membership of the Boards has 
traditionally been white and middle-class.

In recent years, the brutal and open 
racism of prison staff has become more 
apparent. National Front affiliation of 
prison officers has been exposed and 
crudely racist comments on files for Parole 
Boards have been leaked. Growing 
resistance of prisoners in response to such 
racism resulted in more and more 
rebellions. Put down with ever greater 
brutality, these were still increasingly 
difficult to hush up or make light of. The 
Home Office response has been to disperse 
black prisoners so as to ‘dilute the problem’ 
(seen, inevitably, in terms of numbers and 
not conditions) and to set up token liaison, 
not with grass-roots organisations but with 
worthies of the local CRCs. 

These sidestepping measures have 
affected nothing. The importance of the 
EMU report is its recognition of the need 
to involve local communities in their 
prisons. Not only do local authorities have 
statutory powers of intervention in, for 
example, the provision of educational and 
library facilities to the prisons in their area, 
they also have an important role in 
supporting local campaigns and 
encouraging local participation in affairs of 
prisons — one of the _ report’s 
recommendations is that local authorities 
should campaign for at least three local 
council members to be on the Boards of 
Visitors, and that, ultimately, they should 
have responsibility for appointing the 
Boards. 

Local authorities also have the facilities 
to monitor racial bias in courts in their 
areas, and attend inquests on deaths in 
custody which occur locally. They can and 
should, EMU _ points out, use those 
facilities and their role to open up prisons 
to the scrutiny and participation of local 
people. This would be a_ major 
contribution to the anti-racist struggle. 


POLICE OUT 
OF SCHOOL 


In their pamphlet Police Out of School 
Hackney NUT urges teachers to 
recognise that the gentler “public 
relations” efforts of police aimed at 
maintaining a presence in_ schools 
cannot negate the racist policing that 
exists on the streets. It calls on all 
responsible teachers and headteachers 
to resist the frequent visits of home beat 
and juvenile liaison scheme officers 
until institutionalised racism within the 
police force is addressed. What police 
intervention in schools is leading to is 
the harassment and criminalisation of 
ever younger (predominantly black) 
children.

POLICE 





Hackney liaison called off 


Plans to launch a community liaison group in 
Hackney have been postponed. The decision to 
call off the group was taken in the wake of the 
Tottenham uprisings. The Council’s own 
democratically elected police committee 


continues to meet. Chairperson Brynley Heaven 
said: “The police’s determination to set up a 
cosmetic and sham consultative committee, far 
from improving relations, would only breed 
more distrust and hostility”. (Hackney Gazette 
8.10.85.) 


Police in schools 


The Metropolitan Police have started a review of 
their relations with London schools in the hope of 
presenting a ‘better image’. Four hundred 
officers have been sent on special training 
courses, and many of the booklets, films and 
posters used by police in schools are being 
scrapped in favour of new versions. Dept. Supt. 
Roger Street of the Community Relations Branch 
said: “The materials we have used in the past 
have tended to be too simplistic, aggressive and 


_ dogmatic — we need to be more expert“. 


(Sunday Times 20.10.85.) 


Protest against dawn raids 


More than 100 police took part in a series of 


dawn raids — apparently for stolen goods — on 
seven houses in Brixton. The raids produced only 
three arrests on minor charges and now Lambeth 
councillors are demanding an explanation from 
police. One resident said he woke up to find 
police smashing down his door with a 
sledgehammer and one elderly man was 
photographed by police as he lay in his bed. 
Another resident, Frank Johnson, was arrested 
for possessing three packets of tobacco. It was 
not until his stock was checked with a local 
tabacconist four hours later, that he was 
released. (Evening Standard 31.10.85.) 


Police request press photos 


The first annual meeting of the Association of 
British Editors was told that police officers 
seeking to identify Handsworth rioters made 
“highly unorthodox” approaches to newspapers 
and television companies. Newspapers were 
asked for unpublished photographs and one 
camera crew outside a court was asked by police 
to film defendants for the benefit of other forces. 
(Times 24.10.85.) 


Programme on custody death blocked 


A London Weekend Television investigation into 
the death in police custody of black Hell’s Angel 
John Mikkelson was off the air following an 
action by the DPP for contempt, despite the 
absence of criminal proceedings. The DPP said 
its concern centred on an incomplete Police 
Complaints Authority investigation and the 
distant prospect of an inquest. The DPP action 
coincided with a High Court injunction obtained 
by the Police Federation banning the programme 
from staging a re-enactment of the incident 
where it happened. (Observer 3.11.85.) 


ARSON 





Blaze destroys food store 


Thousands of pounds worth of fruit and 
vegetables were destroyed in a blaze at a cash and 
carry food store in Southall in late September. 
Staff at the Cash and Carry said they saw youths 
in the area earlier on the night of the fire. Police 
say they can find no direct evidence of arson. 
(Southall Gazette 27.9.85.) 


Community centre petrol bombed 


The Harmony Foundation community centre was 
petrol-bombed only two weeks after a youth was 
stabbed to death yards from its gates. The 
Centre, in Deptford, opened following the New 
Cross fire in 1981. Luckily no one was there at 
the time of the blaze. Local police denied any 
racial overtones. (Deptford and Peckham 
Mercury 17.10.85.) 


Blaze at Walthamstow home 


‘Detectives believe that a blaze at the 
Walthamstow home of an Asian family on 17 
October was a racist attack. Petrol was poured 
through the door of the house and set alight. The 
seven occupants escaped after the flames 
triggered the doorbell. (Standard 17.10.85.) 


500 march in protest at racist attacks 


A march by Waltham Forest Asian community 
on 19 October drew attention to the failure of the 
police to deal with racist attacks. Over 500 people 
marched to protest at the fact that there had been 
28 fire-bomb attacks in the borough in recent 
months and not one person had been brought to 
account for any of them. Meanwhile Waltham 
Forest Labour group attended a conference to 
launch a plan to combat racial attacks. (Morning 
Star, Times 21.10.85.) 


Lodger charged 


Police have charged the lodger, Gustasaba Kahn 
Abbasi, with the arson attack in August on a 
house in Leyton where he and 14 Asians were 


living. A victim of the fire, Mr Kayani, was 
angry at the treatment he received by police at 
Chingford after the blaze, and he and community 
organisations believe the attack to have been a 
racist one. (Standard 21.10.85.) 


RACIST ATTACKS 


Spate of attacks in Bethnal Green 


Three separate attacks in Bethnal Green in the 
last week of September are believed by police to 
be racially motivated. First, an Asian family of 
four was attacked by a gang of 20 stone-throwing 
youths as they drove through Bethnal Green. The 
car windscreen was shattered. Then an Asian 
man, Mr Abdul Ullah, had his bedroom window 
smashed that same night. And two days later 
hooligans dropped a stink-bomb through the 
letter box of another Asian man, Moir Uddin. 
(Hackney Gazette 11.10.85.) 


Ninety six cases of racial harassment 


Ninety six cases of racial harassment were 
reported in Islington between January and 
September this year, showing a marked increase 
on last year. Victims were abused, threatened, 
attacked, had property damaged and _ racist 
slogans daubed on their homes. Police admit that 
there have only been thirteen arrests this year. 
Uslington Gazette 18.10.85.) 


Racist passenger sentenced 


When a black Finsbury Park mini-cab driver 
asked white roofer John Davies not to smoke in 
his cab, Davies called him a “black bastard” and 
then beat the taxi-man up. When he was arrested 
he told police, “He’s only a nigger, why are you 
nicking me?” Davies was sentenced for actual 
bodily harm and cheque frauds to a total of four 
years eight months. (Hackney Gazette 15.10.85.) 


One in four Asians attacked 


One in four Asians in the London boroughs of 
Redbridge, Waltham Forest, Tower Hamlets and 
Newham have been racially attacked — one in 
ten seriously, according to a poll conducted for 
London Weekend Television’s London 
programme. (Guardian 26.10.85.) 


SPORT 





Black players abused 


Black players in a central Wales Football Club 
are racially abused during matches, and some 
referees are ignoring the incidents, according to 
Paul Davidson, chairman of Presteigne Club. He 
is demanding action from the league 
management committee to stamp out racist abuse 
at matches. (Western Mail 17.10.85.) 


‘Animal racists’ 


Nearly 200 youths, including skinheads wearing 
National Front insignia, stormed Birmingham’s 
National Exhibition Centre ringside in an 
attempt to attack world boxing champion 
Azumah Nelson. They launched the attack, 
screaming racial abuse, after Nelson had 
retained his featherweight championship by a 
first-round knockout. Promoter Frank Warren 
said “These people are scum, animal racists”. 
(Sun 14.10.85.) 


IMMIGRATION 





Six month reprieve for Rose 


Rose Alaso, a Ugandan woman living in Leeds 
who was told in February she was an illegal 
entrant, has won a six-month reprieve from 
deportation after a campaign by Leeds Women’s 
Committee. Mrs Alaso will be able to regularise 
her status and stay permanently with her 8- 
year-old son. In 1982 she and her son arrived 
seeking political asylum after her family in 


Uganda were killed for their opposition to Milton 
Obote. (Yorkshire Evening Post 6.10.85.) 


Family threatened with separation 


A Wandsworth family of five is threatened with 
permanent separation because the Home Office 
wants to deport the mother, Ghanaian-born 
Henrietta Williams, and her two eldest children. 
Mrs Williams says she will have to leave her two 
youngest children here, as she could not afford to 
look after them in Ghana. She has _ been 
threatened with death by her former husband if 
she returns there. Wandsworth Legal Resource 
Project is campaigning for the family to be 
allowed to stay together in Britain. (Wandsworth 
Borough News 11.10.85.) 


EMPLOYMENT 





Government proposals rejected by Clarke 

A row broke out between ministers in the 
Employment Department and the Home Office 
after David Waddington had proposed that 
government contracts should contain contract- 
compliance clauses to combat job discrimination 
against blacks. Junior Employment Minister 
Alan Clarke, of ‘Bongo-Bongo land’ fame, angrily 
rejected the proposals as undemocratic, 
degrading to blacks and burdensome to 
businesses. (Guardian 15.10.83.) 


Nest of racial prejudice 

Hagenbachs, the Yorkshire bakers, is a “nest of 
racial prejudice” according to four men who 
were each awarded £200 compensation for racial 
discrimination at a Leeds Industrial Tribunal. 
The men complained of racial abuse by 
management, racist graffiti in the toilets and 
blocked promotion prospects for black 
employees. The firm, which has branches all over 
Yorkshire, is part of Sunblest Bakeries. 
(Yorkshire Evening Post 18.10.85.) 


Genetic tests end dispute 


15-year-old Andrew Sarbah from Ghana has 
been allowed to stay in Britain with his mother 
and sisters and brothers only after a genetic 
fingerprint test developed by scientists at 
Leicester University. Immigration _ officials 
claimed that Andrew’s passport was a forgery 
and that he was unable to prove that Mrs 
Christina Sarbah was his real mother. But an 
analysis of the Sarbah’s genes showed that the 
odds against Andrew not being his mother’s son 
were 100,000 to one. (Guardian 31.10.85.) 


HOUSING 





Tenants penalised for racist petition 


Tenants who petitioned to stop an Asian family 
moving on to their east London estate were asked 
to give an undertaking not to do so again by a 
judge at Westminster County Court on 7 
October, after the CRE had taken them to court 
for breaking the Race Relations Act. The tenants 
claimed that the petition was not racist, but was 
an expression of their fears of racial attacks on 
the estate if Asians moved there. (Times 8.10.85.) 


EDUCATION 





Report on racism in education 


A report commissioned by the Department of 
Education and Science and published in October 
provides clear evidence that racist attitudes and 
practices are restricting the educational 
achievements of black pupils. The report 
identifies schools’ tendency to place black pupils 
on courses below those appropriate for their 
abilities and ambitions and includes quotations 
from teachers such as one from the West 
Midlands who told a black pupil he would “send 
her back to the chocolate factory”. (Times 
Educational Supplement 18.10.85.)
